Comanche County 1« one of the 
nine counties in Texas included in 
the Government Peanut Program 
under the 1938 Agricultural Con­ 
servation Program. Other coun­ 
ties are Atascosa. Bexar. East­ 
land. Frio. Gillespie, LaSalle, Me­ 
dina and Wilson. 
The plan for acreage allotment 
and compensation is described in 
a Oovernment Bulletin, No. 978, 
issued by the AAA under March 
24. 1938, from which we quote: 
Under 
the 
1398 
Agricultural 
Conservation 
Program 
peanuts 
harvested for nuts or dug for hay 
are classified as a soil-depleting 
crop 
In designated commercial 
producing counties, a peanut acre­ 
age allotment Is established for 
each farm on which peanuts for 
market are produced. 
Peanuts for market means only 
those peanuts separated from the 
vines by mechanical means and 
from which the principal part of 
the production is sold to persons 
; off the farm. 
For 1938 the national goal for 
peanuts is from 1,500.000 to I,* 
600.000 acres. This goal Is ap- 
portioned to the respective pea­ 
nut-producing states, then coun­ 
ties. and then to individual farms 
within 
designated 
commercial 
counties. 
In order for a farm to be eli­ 
gible for a peanut acreage allot­ 
ment in 1938. a work sheet must 
I have been filed by the operator 
! with tlv* county commute«* New 
: growers must file their intentions 
j to plant. 
Acreage and Yields. 
Peanut acreage allotments for 
farms in 1938 will average ap­ 
proximately 90 percent of their 
1937 peanut base. When peanut 
acreage allotments are establish­ 
ed for individual farms, considera­ 
tion will be given to good soil 
management, tilled acreage on the 
j farm, type of soli, topography, 
degre«» of erosion, and the acre­ 
age of peanuts for market custo­ 
marily grown on the farm. The 
peanut acreage allotment for any 
farm will b«* comparable with the 
¡allotments for the farms in the 
same community which are simi- 
¡ Ur with respect to such factors. 
The normal yield for peanuts 
for market for any farm will be 
the yield which may reasonably 
b»* expected from the land devot­ 
ed to the production of the cro; 
in 1938 with due consideration 
for type of soil, drainage, pro­ 
duction practices, general fertility 
of the land, and the yield of such 
crop customarily secured on the 
farm 
The average yield for all 
farms in any county for peanuts 
for market will not exceed the 
county average yield for peanuts 
established by the Secretary. 
Payments and Deductions. 
The maximum payment with 
respect to the peanut acreage al­ 
lotment for any farm is an amount 
equal to 20 cents per hundred 
pounds for the normal yield per 
acre of peanuts for each acre in 
the acreage allotment. For ex­ 
ample a grower in a commercial 
county who has an allotment of 
12 acres of peanuts and a normal 
: yield of 800 pounds per acre, 
and who plants 12 acres of pea­ 
nuts, w’ould receive a payment 
equal to 800 pounds per acre x 20 j 
cents per hundred pounds x 12 
acres, or a total of 19.20. There is 
no requirement that peanuts be 
plants on the farm for a grower 
to be- eligible for his full pay- j 
ment. 
If this grower plants more ae- ! 
res than are included In his allot- j 
ment, a deduction will be made 
from his payments at the rate of 1 
$2.00 per hundred pounds for the 
normal yield for his farm for 
each acre of peanuts for market 
in excess of his peanut acreage 
allotment. For example, if this 
grower planted 15 acres of pea­ 
nuts, it would be 3 acres in ex­ 
cess of his acreage allotment. In 
this instance his dçduction for 
the 3 excess acres of peanuts 
would equal 800 pounds per acre 
x $2.00 per hundred pounds x 3 
acres, or $48.00. 
This deduction of $48.00 would 
prevent this grower from receiv­ 
ing the $19.20 payment Indicated 
above. The remaining deduction 
of $28.80 
would 
be 
subtracted 
from payments which otherwise 
would be made with respect to 
acreage allotments for other soil- 
depleting crops such as cotton and 
tobacco, and for carrying out soil- 
building practices. 


Local FFA Boys School Election 
Win Hooors In 
Brings Contest 
Dist Contest 
Ova County 


Comanche FFA boys wron first 
place in plant production in the 
fourteenth annual FFA District 
Judging Contest held at Stephen- 
vtlle last week-end. The winning 
team was composed of Arils Eas­ 
ley. high point man: George Wil­ 
liams and Beverly Nance. It was 
the first time any Comanche team 
ever carried away district honors 
in any event. The team was coach­ 
ed by Principal W. Z. Compton 
who Is also director of Vocational 
Agriculture. 
Judging in crop production in­ 
cluded corn, 3 different kinds of 
grain sorghum, legumes including 
peas and sweet potatoes; oats, 
wheal and barley. 
There were 693 boys from 58 
schools In 28 counties who took 
part in the nine different con­ 
tests. 
The Stephenville chapter, whose 
advisor is E. W Scott, placed first 
in soil conservation, second in 
horticulture and second in ento­ 
mology. as well as placing first 
in wild life, a contest that was 
not to be counted by the judges 
as this is the first year such a 
contest has been staged. 
De Leon was a close second 
with two first 
places and 
one 
second. 
With StephPnville and De Leon 
tied, leaving wild life out of the 
computation, the Judges decided 
to consider that subject in their 
figuring and thus awarded Ste­ 
phenville first place. 
In the nine contests the results 
were as follows, the winning school 
with its high point man being 
listed: Livestock Richland Springs, 
O cil Binder; dairy.
